We  are  glad  to  annoxince  the  appointment  of  Mr.  John  H.  Wetzel  as  Head  of  the 
Section  of  Safety  and  Health  for  the  Soil  Conservation  Service. 

Mr.  Wetzel  has  been  with  the  Service  since  1935  as  a  civil  engineer,  and  has 
been  successively  in  charge  of  safety  work  in  a  CCC  camp,  a  demonstration 
project,  an  area  office,  and  since  May,  1941,  in  the  regional  office  at 
Upper  Darby,  Pennsylvania.
